Actual establishment of Civilian 
Defense Corps in the cities will 
await passage of legislation next 
January, Vandiver said. 


Bills are ready for introduction 
in the General Assembly which 
will create a State Civilian De- 
fense Board, composed of one 
representative from each congres- 
sional district.

The Civilian Defense Corps will 
be activated as soon as the Gen- 
eral AssemDiy passes the neces- 
sary legislation, Vandiver said. 

In the meantime, Vandiver is 
drafting plans to re-establish the 
State Guard. This outfit replaced 
the National Guard when it was 
called into Federal service during 
World War II. It will not be ac- 
tivated again unless the National 
Guard leaves the State for active 
duty, Vandiver said. 

Centralizing authority in the 
Military Department, Gov. Tal- 
madge named Vandiver as chief 
of the State Guard for the present. 
Vandiver also is State Director of 
Selective Service, head of the Na- 
tional Guard, and in charge of the 
proposed Civilian Defense setup. 

Already part of a nation-wide 
preparedness program, Vandiver is 
a member of a committee from 
five Seaboard States which will 
confer with Stuart Symington, 
Chairman of the National Securi- 
ties Resoures Board, in Washing- 
ton July 25, to continue working 
out plans for defense. He at- 
tended a conference in New York 
City recently to discuss defense 
problems. Since then, he has ob- 
tained copies of civilian-defense 
plans from many States through- 
out the Nation.

The Veterans’ Administration 
Tuesday announced liberalized 
home loan regulations under the 
GI! Bill of Rights for more than 
13.000,000 World War II veterans. 

The new rules, effective at once, 
apply to veterans who have not 
already taken out home loans 
under the old provisions. 

The revisions permit ex-Gis to 
borrow up to 60 per cent of the 
cost of a home to a maxintum of 


$7,500 (up from 50 per cent and, 


$4,000): set up mandatory mini- 
mum construction requirements 
for homes started after June 19, 
1950; allow unremarried widows 
of veterans who died from -serv- 
ice-connected causes to apply for 
loans; and provide for restoration 
of loan rights to veterans who lose 
homes through fires or other 
natural hazards.

Despite these assertions how- 
ever, the gravity of the situation 
was emphasized by a few quiet 
but potentially explosive sentences 
dropped into the discussion by 
Symington. He indicated the need 
for complete plans for any emer- 
gency. While he did not draw any 
blueprints for the future he noted 
that the Soviet Union would prob- 
ably let loose as s@on. as its atomic 
stockpiles are ready and we must 
be prepared for this eventuality. 

Boiling the whole meeting down 
to a phrase, Symington told re- 
porters ‘that its purpose was to 
take up the problem of mobilizing 
all sectors of the American econ- 
omy to pull together in order to 
attain maximum security.

We all should realize the 
difficulties that confront this na- 
tion and the free democratic 
world, not only in Korea but in 
some five or six other areas. 


“It will probably be some weeks 
before we can ascertain with fair 
accuracy the extent of the prob- 
lem confronting us.

in this age of advanced science. It dates back to the time when 
the pitcher who could hit was often employed in the outfield 
when he wasn’t throwing. Most celebrated in recent decades, 
probably, was Jack Bentley, who was purchased in the early 
20s by the New York Giants after he had led the International 
League both in hitting and pitching. Bentley was of such a supe- 
rior race of hitters that he played first base in his spare moments 
off the mound éven after he reached the majors. 

Old Red Lucas made himself invaluable to Cincinnati and 
Pittsburgh doubling as a pinch-hitter. Wes Ferrell was such a 
dangerous devil abat that Cleveland once tried to make an out- 
fielder out of him. In later seasons he led three minor leagues in 
hitting. And there were Hal Schumacher of the Giants, Red Ruff- 
ing of the Yankees and Joe Bowman of Pittsburgh. 


: The Southern Association is just coming to 
348 for Life accept Fisher this year as the master that 
he is. He was the leading hitter in the league a year ago, struck 
a snappy .397. But even Lefty Gomez was inclined to hit once 
in a while, and Fisher’s figure could have been shrugged off.

Last year at New Orleans, he swung 58 times, hit 23 and drove in 
18%. This year he has been up 98 times, hit 37 and driven in 20 
runs. Batting averages of .318, .307, .397 and .378; 58 RBI on 
110 hits.

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What’s Wrong in Korea? 


Continuing United States reverses in 
the Korean fighting indicate that some- 
thing has gone badly wrong, not merely 
in the task immediately at hand, but with 
the planning and concepts that underlie 
our entire defense strategy. 

It is unkind, but not malicious, to re- 
mind the Defense Department that there 
are those high in its echelons who not 
many months ago were in the process of 
leading the American people to believe 

‘a major war could be won in a 30-day 
blitzkreig from the aii and that ground 
forces and naval strength were things of 
the past except for certain nominal! pur- 
poses. : 

We also were assured by the Chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff that American 
Army units overseas were capable of tak- 
ing care of urgent needs at any point of 
contact. 

The grave facts are that the military 
obviously has grossly underestimated the 
strength of the enemy and just as grossly 
overestimated our own ability to retaliate. 

It is just as well that this point has 
been revealed at a time when it still is 
possible to take steps to rectify the errors 
without serious losses being incurred. 

The President was assured at first that 
only air strength and naval bombing and 
protection were needed to give victory to 
the South Koreans. But even with addi- 
tion of ground troops, the going has been 
tough and serious reverses have been in- 
curred. The Air Force has been unable 
to attain maximum efficiency at bombing 
because of weather and terrain. But 
weather and terrain will be encountered 
at any point on earth and the fact that 
they have been deterring factors in the 
Korean conflict demonstrate that too 
much has been taken for granted in high 
places. 

In all fairness, a campaign in such a 


locality as Korea never was contemplated - 


by those who formulated our defense 
strategy: But we hold that good military 
planning, with emphasis on the proper 
fundamentals, will enable forces to give 
a good account of themselves regardless 
of special local conditions. A democratic 
country can never determine where or 
when a war shall be fought. The magni- 
tude of the errors is not lessened. 

In an analysis of our weaknesses in Ko- 
rea. Hanson W. Baldwin, of The New 
York Times, includes underestimation of 
the role of armor (tanks) in modern war; 
overestimation of the effectiveness of air 
power; overconcentration on one kind of 
airpower at the expense of others and re- 
duction of Marine ground units and an 
underestimation of the importance of an 
amphibious “lift,” meaning sea transpor- 
tation.

Rejecting a careful property survey by 
an outside firm, commissioners of the city 
of Gainesville have used what The Gaines- 
ville News calls an obsolete evaluation 
and set the city tax rate at 23% mills. 

The scientific survey made by the 
Ehrenborg company evaluated property in 
the city at $21,000,000. The survey cost 
the city $21,500. 

According to The News, a 14-mill tax 
rate under that evaluation would have 
raised the same revenue as the 23'4-mill 
rate on the $12,500,000 figure chosen by 
the local tax assessors. 

The News points out had the Ehren- 
borg report been accepted, taxes would 
have been equalized and that the 14-mill 
rate would sound much better to indus- 
tries looking for a place to locate. 

“You can be sure,” says the Gainesville 
weekly, “that the only ones happy over the 
tax rate (23% mills) are the individuals 
with large homes and lots of city property. 
Everyone else, and the city itself, will 
suffer.” °

thumbs down on a studied appraisal made

Even after our tanks got into opera- 
tion in Korea they were outgunned and 
all but two knocked out by superior guns 
of the Communists’ Russian-made tanks. 

“What was first needed in Korea,” con- 
tinues Mr. Baldwin, “and what will be 
first needed in virtually any war in which 
we may engage, is tactical air power— 


fighters, fighter bombers and light bomb- 


ers based on land and sea bases. The 
aircraft carrier, Marine aviation, which 
has specialized in the close support of 
ground troops and was severely cut this 
year in Mr. Johnson’s program from 24 
to 16 sqhadrons, and Air Force tactical 
planes were the first kinds of air power 
needed.” 

The B-36 is not effective in such fight- 
ing as goes on in Korea. Navy carrier 
planes, which are most effective, are bad- 
ly needed, but because of the great cut- 
back in the Navy program carriers in. 
sufficient number are not now available. 

The First Marine Division is scheduled 
to enter the Korean conflict, Its departure 
was delayed by the lack of naval trans- 
portation. Because of the cutback of both 
Marine and Naval activities, the First Ma- 
rine Division was reduced to a single in- 
fantry regiment. Presumably this will 
be augmented for Korea, but the division 
can hardly be expected to function as 
smoothly as is customary in the Marine 
Corps. The Marines were called at the 
specific request of Gen. MacArthur, who 
has no love for the Marine Corps, but 
recognizes they are experts at the type of 
fightirfg that is going on in Korea. 


The basic facts are that in order to | 


win, this country must have the same kind 
of balanced forces which won for us in 
World War II. The extent to which our 
military leaders have been wrong is in- 
dicated only mildly and in part by Gen. 
Bradley’s testimony before the Armed 
Services Committee of the House of Rep- 
sentativcs last year when he said: “I also 
believe that after the initial phases are 


over, there will be little need for any cam- 


paign similar to the Pacific ‘island-hop- 
ping’ that took place during the last war. 


... I also predict that large-scale amphib- 


ious operations, such as those in Sicily 
and Normandy, will never occur again.” 


The war in which we now are engaged 
poses the need for fighting forces of the 
same type, with the same sort of training 
and using much the same tactics which 
won for us in the last war. And it is not 
by conspiracy of the “Fancy Dans” that 
this is so. 

Obviously, there is need—urgent need 
—for re-evaluation of our entire defense 
strategy—and perhaps for personnel 
changes as well.

Local governments are suffering from 
sick revenue systems, weakened by the in- 
fluence of personalities and politics in the 
matter of assessments made locally. 

But when the doctor comes along and 
prescribes a remedy, they don’t seem to 
want to take the medicine. ' . 

In general, our antique system of main- 
taining the ad valorem tax as the main 
revenue source is wobbly and run down. 

It’s going to take strong tonic to put 
the system in shape to yield adequate rev- 
enues, with the tax load distributed fairly 
among property holders, large and small. 

But prescribing is not enough. You 
have to brace yourself and follow the 
doctor’s orders to get the desired effect.

Takes Some Ribbing 


WASHINGTON—Senator Richard B. Russell, 
floor leader of the Southern Democratic bloc in 
the Upper Chamber, is taking a. lot of good- 

natured kidding from some of the commentators on the advice he 
recently gave the Republicans. 


He was extolling the virtues of our two-party system and tell- 
ing the Republicans how they could build up a greater following 
in the South, long a Democratic stronghold. Here is the way he 
put it in a radio interview the other night: 


“If the Republican party were to go back to the philosophy of 
defending the rights of the states and protecting business, and 
nominate men on a national ticket in whom the South had confi- 
dence, I think the people of this nation would be utterly amazed 
by the strength that would be developed for the Republican ticket 
in the South.” 


Mellett Comment l°we!! Mellett, the former White House 

aide and syndicated thinks 
the junior Georgia Senator “had his tongue in his cheek when he 
said this.” He goes on to remind that the Republican Party “is a 
perfectly good states’ rights, party so far as the protection of bus- 
iness is concerned,” adding that some of the party leaders are. dis- 


posed to go even further than Senator Russell himself in that re- 
spect.

“What the Senator really has in mind, of course, is civil rights,” 
Mr. Mellett declared. “‘He would have the GOP abandon Abraham 
Lincoln as its patron saint and take up somebody like Jefferson 


‘ Davis. Which he knows right well the GOP won't do.” 


Describing Russell as “the shrewd Georgian,” the writer sug- 
gests that he may have had something else up his sleeve in under- 
taking to tell Republicans how they could build up a strong op- 
position party in the South. “He may be seeking to warn his Re- 
publican friends in the Senate against listening to men of the Duff 
and Ives stripe and to remind them of the excellent working 
arrangement they now have with the Southern bloc.” 


In this, reference was being made to the ability of Southern 
Democrats to team up with conservative Republicans and defeat 
most any proposition that is laid before the Senate. It is a coalition 
that infrequently comes into play! The Southerners have usually 
had to rely on a certain amount of Republican support to beat down 
the various civil rights bills which they bitterly oppose. 


‘“Kither that,” Mr. Mellett observes, “or Senator Russell is just 
kidding.” He thinks the latter hypothesis is supported by something 
else the Georgian said in the same interview; namely, that the South 
has suffered and been neglected, losing its proportionate strength 
in the Government because of its devotion to the one-party system. 
Committee Posts The writer reminded that the South, by 

virtue of the one-party system which 
enables it to send men to Congress for long periods of unbroken 
service, now holds the chairmanships of 8 of the 15 committees that 
manage the Senate’s buSiness, while 11 out of 19 House committee 
chairmanships are similarly held. “Partly due-to this situation,” 
Mr. Mellett said, “in the matter of federal appropriations it is hard 
to see where the South has suffered and been neglected.” 


But Senator Russell was probably thinking more of the Exec- 
utive Department of Government rather than Congress. What he 
had in mind was the disposition of both Republican and Demo- 
cratic administrations to pass over the South in filling the more 
important positions in th@ government. There is not at the present 
time, for example, a single Southern man in the cabinet. 


The point Russell was probably making is that if there were a 
strong two-party system in the South no President could well 
afford to ignore such an important geographical area of the country 
in forming his cabinet. 


Nevertheless, some of the commentators have been suspicious 
of the motives behind the Russell advice to the Republicans. As 
the leader of the Southern bloc which finds it necessary to play 
ball with the Republicans occasionally when controversial measures 
are advanced, the thought is that he may merely be buttering up 
the GOP as a means of keeping alive the coalition. He has long 
been recognized as one of the smoothest operators in the Senate, 
measured in his ability to get things done. , 


As to the extent of his sincerity about telling the Republicans 
how to build up a strong opposition party in the South, he no doubt 
would like to see that done—everywhere but in Georgia, with a 
further proviso, perhaps, that the GOP not become strong enough 
to upset the Democrats completely.

For Trygve Lie, when he started a few weeks 
ago his single-handed crusade for peace, acting 
in his official capacity, represented the aspira- 
tions for peace of the people of the world—or 
certainly most of them—and their hope that 
somehow, in some way, it might be possible to 
bring the United States of America and Russia, 
and the other big powers about the table for 
direct negotiations to settle our differences and 
end the “cold war.” ) 

._ He was bold and direct. He visited top of- 
ficials bere, in England and France and flew to 
Moscow to talk with Josef Stalin. It was the 
common-sense, straightforward soft of approach 
that is understandable to ordinary folks, for it 
is the way they like to settle disagreements in 
‘their own lives with their neighbors, and there- 
fore was refreshing and inspiring.

It is the approach not followed often of late 
by diplomats and was found impossible appar- 
ently because of heightening tensions. So Trygve 
Lie took it upon himself as representative of the 
UN. 

He was attacked in some quarters in this 
country for “appeasement” and actused even by 
some of playing the Soviet game. He took it, 
for he felt very deeply his responsibility as Sec- 
retary General to make the effort. The UN’s fu- 
ture was involved, as well as the peace of the 
world. 

There came the North Korean Communist at- 
tack, an act of open aggression. He recognized 
that as an attack on the UN.

from Tennessee, Kenneth McKellar, were lambasting the doctor about the way he 
They claimed he got $10,000,000 a year from Congress to run his laboratory, and then 


took in another $9,000,000 for work farmed out by other Government departments. 


The Senators said this made it impossible for 
them to keep up with the way the doc was spend- 
ing money, and added that it probably was break- 
ing the Constitution. 


The genial Dr. Condon said it was not, ei- 
ther. He said he had taken an oath to uphold 
the Constitution. And then he smiled—and 
blurted out a statement about his work in pre- 
serving the Constitution. This, as it developed, 
was a mistake. 


Dr. Condon hastened to explain that he was 
working on a hermetically sealed glass case, with 
helium within and temperature controls without, 
to keep this document safe for all times. This, 
he said, was on the basis of the deal he’d made 
with the Library of Congress to pay for the job. 
Ooops! 

And there he was, trying to defend himself 
from charges that his attempt to save the Consti- 
tution literally was actually breaking it. He could 
not win. He said he did his dead-levelest to okey 
the Constitution. 

Sen. McKellar said it looked to him like he 
kept it in a glass case. 

“In a helium atmosphere, sir,” replied Dr. 
Condon. 

“Yes, in a helium atmosphere, where you are 
playing uncharted hades with the Constitution,” 
said the gentleman from Tennessee. 

So the statesmen talked some more about what 


they considered the doc’s hocus-pocus bookkeep- 
ing, whereby he spent nearly twice as much money 
as he reported. And then they got back to the 
Constitution as pickled in helium. 

Sen. Ferguson demanded to know exactly how 
much that had cost, and then he wanted to know 
under which law Dr. Condon felt he had the con- 
stitutional right to do the job. The doc went, ulp. 
He said he’d get up that information as quickly as 
he could. } 

Two days later the Senators still were ques- 
tioning Dr. Condon and they still hadn’t learned 
how much he’d spent on embalming the Constitu- 
tion in helium. 


Sen. Ferguson said that if he had to save 
money it might be wise for him to quit trying 
to preserve the Constitution chemically, and 
proceed to preserve it institutionally. And, by 
the way, he said, when was he going to get the 
figures on the cost of that helium bottle? 


Dr. Condon finally got the details. To date he 
has spent $2,035 on the case which will hold the 
Constitution in an atmosphere of air-conditioned 
helium. The money came from the Library of 
Congress, but he cited chapter and verse of the 
law to prove that this was constitutional. 

He did not succeed. My guess is that he’s wish- 
ing now he never had told those Senators about 
his Constitution-preserving project.

The caretaker tells you to be careful when you go to the garden 
for new corn, beans, okra and squash, there’s lots of rattlers there 
and you ask why, and he says because it’s a “great place for rab- 
bits.” Snakes like rabbits, he tells you.

raccoon and a rattlesnake. The ’coon made off with an 
old hen and one or two of her biddies. Before we could gather up 
the rest of her biddies, “something got” another one. The ’coon 
returned the next night and caught another hen, but this time he 
came so close to the house that the hen’s cries awakened every- 
body and the ’coon was driven off. 


I asked the caretaker how the hen was getting on. “Pretty good. 
The ‘coon pulled her tail feathers out and gnawed*on her neck a 
bit, but she is getting on all right.” Last night the ’coon came back 
and got a sprinkling of shotgun pellets for his pains. Even here 
there was further cruelty. He was not killed outright but limped 
away in the woods with blood dropping from his wounds, probably 
to be finished by the hideous screw worms. 

This rattler I mention is leaving a track too close to the house 
for comfort..From his width in the dusty road (about 8 inches) the 
experts declare the snake must be about 5% to 6% feet long, and 
that he must weigh nearly 20 pounds. So everybody goes about 
these days with eyes glued on the ground.

She weighed well over 
100 pounds and we took her by the flippers, one of us on each side 
and dragged her slowly to her proposed nest and left her. I hope 
she raises a big family.

Pictures are no good in The New Yorker formula if they are 
made in America. If they are made abroad and are sufficiently 
morbid then they are art. 

The difference between The New Yorker and The New Re- 
public is that The New Yorker is published for the cynics who

About a week after the surrender of 
Lee at Appomattox, a Federal Army 
under Gen. Wilson appeared opposite 
Columbus and immediately attacked the 
city in full force. Gen. Howell Cobb made 
a desperate defense, but was overwhelmed 
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by superior numbers. The Union soldiers 
destroyed 52 cannon, railway shops, navy 
yard, arsenal, armory, 15 locomotives, 200 
railway cars, a vast quantity of cotton and 
a small warship. 

The loss to the United States Govern- 
ment was very heavy, as all of this had 
become Federal property with the sur- 
render of the Confederacy a week earlier!

‘Partisans of Peace’ Causes Concern 


WASHINGTON—The war in Korea has increased U. S&S. State Department and United Nations 
worry over the Communist-directed mass petition campaign of the so-called “Partisans of Peace,” 
which already is claiming 60,000,000 signatures and is moving into high gear all around the world. 


Instituted at a gathering of Communists and 
fellow travelers in Stockholm last March, the pe- 
tition calls for prohibition of atomic weapons, 
“strict international control” of the atomic bomb, 
and branding as a war criminal the first govern- 
ment that drops an atomic bomb. 

A number of Améericans, including O. John 
Rogge, former Assistant U. S. Attorney General, 
and Artist Rockwell Kent, participated in the 
Stockholm meeting, but Rogge got in bad with 
most of his fellow delegates by disputing the 
contention that the United States wants war. 
Subsequently Rogge visited Marshal Tito and 
turned up as a paid U. S. agent of the Yugoslav 
Government.

It is the first thing I think 
of when I think of keeping well, 
preserving the characteristics of 
youth and holding back the en- 
croachment of senility. It is still 
the first thing I think of when I 
think of preventing physical de- 
generation and the manifesta-

Laundering Helps 
Girdle Condition 


Your girdle may be like your 
second skin—and that in itself 
is good enough reason for wash- 
ing it often. Twice a week isn’t 
too often to give it a good suds- 
ing, for it is perspiration rather 
than laundering which deterio- 
rates the rubber. 

Regular laundering keeps 
your garment in good shape, fig- 
uratively speaking. 

Whether yours is a flyweight 
girdle or an intricate two-in-one 
construction, it has three ma- 
terials to consider: fabric, elas- 
tic, metal. Heat is an enemy to 
elastic; so avoid scalding water, 
radiator drying or hanging in 
the sun. Wringers. can twist 
boning and break zippers if 
eaught at the wrong angle. 

Turn garment inside out to 
wash. Hook or zipper up all 
openings. 

Water should be lukewarm. 
No water softener is needed if 
an all-purpose special detergent 
is used as sudsmaker., Two ta- 
blespoons to a gallon of water 
makes a good rich suds. Squeeze 
suds through garment. Never 
friction-rub or twist. For espe- 
cially soiled areas, rub granules 
right onto the fabric. An old 
handbrush grown soft in serv- 
ice is especially good for scrub- 
bing the elastic webbing. 

If you prefer a washing ma- 
chine to hand washing, first 
“spot clean” soiled areas with 
brush and thick suds. 

Rinse in lukewarm water. 
Squeeze out the water—never 
wring. Because detergents cre- 
ate no scum, there are none of 
those gray flecks that cling 
through repeated rinsings. 

Roll garment in bath towel 
and knead gently to remove 
moisture. Smooth garment into 
shape. Dry by hanging hori- 
vontally on line or towel bar; or 
spread on terry towel: stuff with 
tissue to speed drying.

The value of a tooth that func- 
tions efficiently, whether it is a 
natural tooth or one made and 
installed by your dentist, lies in 
the part each sound tooth plays 
in digestion and nutrition. 


Even Yankee Wiseacres have 
some vague conception of the 
relation of health to good diges- 
tion although they do not seem 
to realize that health depends on 
good digestion. 


Few educated Americans are 
aware that the digestion of 
cooked starch begins in the 
mouth and continues normally 
for an hour or more in the up- 
per or larger end (fundus) of 
the stomach after the food has 
been swallowed. 

This is physiology, not al- 
manac stuff. If the diet is pap, 
soft stuff, mainly refined car- 
bohydrate, this important diges- 
tive process fails from disuse 
because one can’t masticate such 
mushy, or semifluid stuff with 
any satisfaction. Consequently 
the digestion of starch, which 
requires a good start in the 
mouth and an hour or so of 
further help in the stomach, is 
left entirely to the pancreas— 
pancreatic juice contains an 
enzyme called amylase which 
acts on starch in the intestine, 
much as ptyalin in the saliva 
acts on starch in mouth and 
stomach. 

When the digestion of starch 
(in breadstuffs, cereals, vege- 
tables, cake, pie) is thus con- 
stanly shifted to the pancreas, 
is it any wonder that there are 
more than a million diabetics 
and probably more than thirty 
million potential diabetics in 
this country today?
